Are Known to Have Had Depots for 
Commerce There In the Fif¬ 
teenth Century. 

Jews of the fifteenth century had . 
trading posts ln northwest Africa and 
carried on a vast commerce with the 
natives from the Sahara to the Atlan¬ 
tic, and from Algeria to the Niger, ac¬ 
cording to letters recently discovered 
by Charles de la Ronclere, librarian 
of the national library ln France, and 
published by the National Geographic 
society. Hitherto Africa has not fig¬ 
ured at all In medieval history. It 
was called the "Dark continent" when 
Stanley and Livingstone penetrated It 
about a century ago. 

The letters recently discovered were 
written ln 1447 by Antonia Malfante, 
a Genoese citizen, believed to be the 
only Christian the Jews allowed to 
penetrate their trade region. They 
were written from Timbuktu and 
Touat. Timbuktu was the Chicago of 
the West African plains, and Touat 
the center of camel caravnn traffic 
that exchanged the wheat and barley 
of Egypt for the powdered gold of 
Timbuktu and the precious salt from 
Teghazza. Touat was an oasis con¬ 
taining from 150 to 200 villages, and 
each village had a chief. 

The civilization of that date was 
advanced enough for the resident* to 
take a census of their populations. 
This was done when the people of 
Timbuktu and a rival city, Gao, were 
numbered to decide a wager. Busi¬ 
ness was done on a large scale.

Chan-Chan la not, as the name 
would indicate, a place ln China. It 
Is one of the oldest cities ln Peru, or 
in the world. The Chtraus, who built 
Chan*Chan, are supposed to have been 
an elderly race when the Incas were 
yot barbarians. After a time tbe In¬ 
cas became civilized and powerful and 
captured Chan-Chan. Then Pizarro 
came to plunder and wifrek the city 
and massacre the inhabitants. So 
much of the Chi mu s’ history Is de¬ 
ducted from the remains of Chan-Chan 
and old Spanish narratives.

ANIMAL OF LOW MENTALITY 


Writer Asserts That 8 tor!es Crediting 
Elephant With High Intelligence 
Are Pure Fiction. 

Tbe elephant Is a mental pygmy, 
and his reputation for Intelligence Is 
mere fiction, writes Richard L. Garner 
In the Forum. His sensibilities are 
dull and all his mental faculties slow 
and Irresolute. Almost every detail of 
the elephant's conduct Indicates an In¬ 
telligence inferior to that of monkeys, 
baboons and carnivores. 

Native hunters usually use little 
dogs, wearing wooden bells, while 
hunting elephants. The dogs can ebaso 
the huge beasts wherever they will 
without even barking at them, and the 
tinkling of the bell advises the hunter 
as to the beast’s location. A metal 
bell would alarm and stampede a 
whole herd of elephants, henc* the 
wooden bell. Hunters track an ele¬ 
phant until they find the elephant dos¬ 
ing. or else surprise him when he 
passes s certain section, driven by the 
dog. Sometimes they pour a lot of 
broken metal at him from an old flint¬ 
lock gun, or else spear him. A single 
shot Is rarely ever fatal, and hunters 
sometimes trail the beast for a week 
before finally killing him. No one man 
would ever think of taking such lib¬ 
erties with a wounded gorilla, chim¬ 
panzee or leopard.

Principal Advantage af Machine Llee 

In Ability to Do Heavy Work In 
Shorter Time Than Is Possible 
With Animate. 

The number of horses displaced by 
tractors In the corn belt Is largely de¬ 
termined by tbe number It Is necessary 
to keep for corn cultivation, and other 
work current at the same time which 
the tractor cannot do. This Is. per¬ 
haps, the most Important of the facts 
brought out by an Investigation recent¬ 
ly made by the United Spates depart¬ 
ment of agriculture In seven corn-belt 
states, relative to the Influence of 
tractors on the use of horses, the re¬ 
sults of which have been published in 
Farmers’ Bulletin 1093. 

Experience of Owners. 

The department has drawn on the 
experience of 191 tractor owners, in 
the preparation of this bulletin, which 
is designed to enable the corn-belt

farmer to answer for himself the fol¬ 
lowing questions: 

For what operations can I use the 
tractor? 

In what operations will It displace 
herses in whole or In part 

How many horses will It displace on 
jiy form? 

It was found that the number of 
horses disposed of by the farmers in 
question after buying tractors was be¬ 
tween two and three a farm. The av¬ 
erage number of acres tillable by 
horses wag Increased 12 , and the aver¬ 
age size of the farms by a total of 22 
acres. Several operators displaced 
horses entirely on plowing, disking 
and harrowing. Few operators allowed 
their horses to stand Idle while the 
tractor was In use. 

Work of Horses. 

The horses remaining on these 
farms are doing 75 per cent of the 
tractive work, and the tractor the re¬ 
mainder. * 

The tractors were used for au av¬ 
erage of 29 ten-hour days a year on 
the home farms, no records being 
taken of custom work. A three-plow 
tractor on these farms does the work 
of 814 horses In plowing, disking, har¬ 
rowing and harvesting. 

The results of this study further 
substantiate the conclusion that the 
principal advantage of a tractor lies In 
the ability to do heavy work In a 
shorter time than Is possible with 
horses. 


PROPER DEPTH FOR PLOWING 

Experiments Have Exploded Theory 
That Deep Cultivation Prevents 
Drying Out of 8 oll. 

Keep your mules fat, or If you have 
a tractor, save gasoline, as experi¬ 
ments have exploded the theory that 
deep cultivation prevents the. drying 
out of the soli. M. O. Sewell, of the 
agronomy department of the Kansas 
8 tate Agricultural college, draws the 
following conclusions from experi¬ 
ments : 

Plowing deeper than seven inches 
has not generally resulted lo an In¬ 
crease of crop yields. 

Shallow plowing may produce as 
large yields as deeper plowing. 

Proper rotation of crops lessens the 
number of plowing* necessary. 

Cultivation may be necessary only 
i to kill weeds and keep the soil In s 
: receptive condition to absorb rainfall. 
| Thus, where the policy of plowing Is 
ibat of thorough cultivation In order 
to maintain a soli mulch. It Is pos¬ 
sible to reduce the amount of culti¬ 
vation to a considerable extent

Assertions by Some Obeervsre That 

Simultaneous Inoculation la Not 
Lasting Disproved by Special¬ 
ists at Amss. 

A series of recent experiments on 
duration of Immunity to hog cholera 
following simultaneous Inoculation of 
young pigs supports the conclusion 
that tie protection Is lasting. The In¬ 
vestigations were conducted at Ames, 
Ia„ by specialists of the United States 
department of agriculture. 

Altogether 171 pigs, inoculated when 
a week to six weeks old and exposed 
to hog cholera, at times varying from 
five months to nine months and twen¬ 
ty-six days later, were found without 
exception to be Immune to that dis¬ 
ease. 

Three of the pigs, however, died 
during the period of exposure from 
causes other than hog cholera. 

There was no apparent Ill-effect 
from the simultaneous Inoculation In 
any of the pigs. 

There was no difference In the Im¬ 
munity of pigs from Immune and non- 
Immune sows. 

Figs that were approximately one 
week old received ten cubic centime¬ 
ters of antl-hog-cholera serum and 
one-half cubic centimeter of Virus. 
Figs that were three weeks old or 
more received from 15 to 20 cubic cen¬ 
timeters of serum and from one-half 
to three-fourths cubic centimeter of 
virus. 

Immunity was tested by Injecting 
five cubic centimeters of virus Into the 
animals when they had attained 
weights exceeding, in many cases, 200 
pounds. None of the hogs contracted 
cholera. The experiments appear to 
disprove assertions by some observers 
that simultaneous Inoculation of young 
pigs Is not lasting and that Immunity 
disappears at stages of growth vari¬ 
ously placed from weaning time up 
to 50 or 60 pounds In weight.

PAINT FOR FARM BUILDINGS

often neglect their bams. The barn 
If often out of sight of the road and 
nobody pays particular attention to 
IL A barn that is regularly painted 
will last Indefinitely. One that 1 * not, 
will rot away snd loosen op In a few 
years. Give your barn a chance for a 
longer Ufa. A barn 30 feet long, lfl 
feet high on the sides will have a paint¬ 
ing area of about L500 square feat 
Less than four gallons of paint at say 
$4 per gallon, or $16, will protect the 
barn for four years.

NEW MARINE LAW 
TO BE PROTESTED 


ENGLI8H PREMIER 80MEWHAT 
PEEVED OVER ACTION OF 
AMERICAN LAWMAKERS. 


Washington Senator Predicts Pro¬ 
longed Contest For Commerce of 
World and Defends New Mer¬ 
cantile Marine Act 

Washington.—“Fair means and foul" 
will be used by other nutlons In Ui« 
competition for world trade, Senatoi 
Jonen of Washington, chairman of th< 
senate committee on commerce, salt' 
on June 20, In defending provisions in 
the new merchant marine act. Sen¬ 
ator Jones replied to the criticism bj 
Premier Lloyd George, who had indi 
rated that a proteat would lie ma<h 
to the' United Staten againat the new 
law, which provides that the president 
shall abrogate commercial trestle* 
which prevent the inti>osUlon of dis¬ 
criminating duties on imports carried 
In American vessels. 

"Commercial relations have been 
turned upside down by the war,” said 
Senator Jones. "Nations are obrogai 
iug treaties that are contrary (o their 
Interests. European powers are free¬ 
ing themselves from treaty provisions 
that will hinder them In the struggle 
for the world's trade. We have been 
prevented from doing what mun.v 
thought should be done to al<T~ our 
merchant marine by treaties entered 
into many years ago. This Is a splen¬ 
did time to unshackle ourselves and 
put ourselves in a position to make 
treaties, to enter Into such commer¬ 
cial relations and to enact such laws 
as we think will promote our welfare 
in the world’s adjustment. 

"Other nations will look after their 
interests. We must took after ours. 
We are entering no brotherly love 
Sunday school picnic In seeking our 
part of the world’s carrying trade. 
Fair means and foul will be used to 
defeat ua. Fierce assaults will he 
mude upon us from every angle. No 
meek tutnlng of the cheek will win. 
We must fight hack and fight hard to 
maintain ourselves and every honor¬ 
able means must be used to advance. 

“Other nations will make conces¬ 
sions to attain certain advantages. We 
have It in our power to secure conces¬ 
sions that we should hnve. We must 
use this power wisely, Justly and for 
our good, and nowhere can it be used 
to greater advantage than in connec¬ 
tion with our juercliuut marine. Hence 
we direct the president to abrogate 
those treaties that prevent us from 
levying discriminating duties or ton- 
'nage tuxes. We may not adopt this 
policy, but we should be In a position 
to do It If we deem It wist*.’’ 

RIOTING CONTINUES IN IRELAND 

Five Killed and Ten Wounded in Clash 
in Londonderry. 

Londonderry, Ireland.—Five persons 
were killed, ten others seriously 
wounded, several of them probably 
fatally, and about 100 others were 
less seriously injured during a period 
of desperate rioting In this city Sat¬ 
urday night The fighting was ac¬ 
companied by several attempts at In¬ 
cendiarism, one of which resulted in 
the burning of a large store. 

The rioting was a continuation of 
Friday night disorders, when Nation¬ 
alists and Unionists engaged in dashes 
for several hours and the military 
had to be called out. 

An unrecorded number of persons 
suffering from minor wounds went 
home without receiving treatment. 
Among the wounded arc several ship¬ 
yard workers with bad gunshot 
wounds. .
